Missouri “U” Students 
Join in Lynching. 


Columbia, Mo., April 29.—[United 
News.]—Although Prof. A. H. A!m- 
stedt begged a lynching party to let 
the law punish his daughter's assail- 
ant, the mob pushed him into the 
background and hung Charles Scott, 
a Negro suspect, from a railroad tres- 
tle while chapel bells sounded their 
Sunday chimes gcross the University 
of Missouri campus. 

As the lynchers, numbering 600, and 
including many university 
tied a rope about Scott's neck, the 
Negro, who was a janitor in one of 
the campus buildings, pleaded piteous- 
ly for his life. 

“It wasn’t me,” he cried. “ Another 
colored man in the jail told me he 
did it.”

Organization Contracts Simple 


- The contract under which these dis- 
tributing societies are organized is 
simple.

N these days when nearly every death 

rate is coming down year by year and 

every one is happy ove? the trend, it 

is unpleasant to learn that there are 
| certain groups in which there is little im- 
| provement. One of these is composed, of 
women in childbirth. Another is com- 
posed of Rabies Jess than one week old. 

Many of the causes which are responsi- 
ble for the high level of the ,maternal 
death rate are also responsible for the 
high level of the young infant death 
rate. Some of these causes oper- 
ate during the hours of childbirth and 
the first few days thereafter. Some of 
them have already gotten in their work 
during the last months of pregnancy, 
and the mother and babe float down tne 
stream toward labor doomed to tragedy. 
Physicians recognize this truth and they 
do what they can to get pregnant women 
0 plan to make labor safe during the 
last months of their pregnancy.

Before me lies a booklet written by Dr. 
Cornell to give to pregnant women. The 
United States children’s bureau and the 
various state health departments issue 
free booklets covering the same subject, 
_Dr. Cornell’s booklet contains four pages 
of advice to prospective mothers, one on 
advice as to onset of labor and seven as 
to care of the baby. 

The first advice given is that the pro- 
speetive mother be examined fairly early 
and that the examinations be repeated. 
If the pregnant woman has any reason 
to suspect she, her husband, or any 
'previous child has had syphillis, she 
| Should have a Wassermann made. The 
|advice as to periodic urinalysis is very 
definite in Dr. Cornell’stadvice. Prob- 
ably no other single examination is so 
necessary in order to ward off trouble. 

Dr. Cornell advises pregnant women to 
have their teeth cleaned and their tooth 
cavities plugged soon after pregnancy 
is diagnosed. Thereafter, the dentist 
should be visited at intervals of two 
months. The notion that dental work 
done during pregnancy injures the moth- 
er or the child is without foundation. 
The diet of the early months of preg- 
nancy should be thet to which the wom- 
an is accustomed. In the last two 
months of pregnancy the diet is deter- 
minded largely by the findings of the 
urinalyses.

Simple nausea of pregnancy is pre- 
vented by taking a cup of hot coffee, co- 
coa or milk through a straw while still 
lying flat in-bed in the morning, provided 
the woman lies quiet for thirty minutes 
after taking the beverage. 
For heartburn, take frequent sips of 
milk or take a half teaspoonful of milk 
of magnesia every fifteen minutes. 
In all cases at least one bowel move- 
ment a day is essential.

THYROID CAUSES RAPID PULSE. 

J. K. M. writes: “The doctors have 
diagnosed my case as tachycardia, 
caused by endocrine unbalance. What 
is endocrine unbalance? What eauses it?

The endocrine glands ase ductless giands. 
When any of these secrete more or less than 
is normal’ the condition is spoken of as 
tack of endacrine balance. It is somewhat 
like mixing & prescription calling for about 
eight ingredients and putting in too much of 
some one of them or too little. 

Too much thyroid is the most frequent 
eause of tachycardia, or rapid pulse, among 
the forms of endocrine unbalance. . 

Too much thyroid is a serious condition, 
but it can be remedied.

TAKE ON A PILOT. 

R. M. C. writes: “I have been trou- 
bled with calculi or foundation of gall- 
stones in bladder. Is there anything I 
can take which wid prevent such forma- 
tions? What caus@és them? Is there any- 
thing in diet which would stop the for- 
mation? 

“You seem to be a strong advocate of 
vegetables, and I read in an article not 
long ago that the use of vegetables would 
tend to create calculi, because they ren- 
der the urine alkaline. 

“T also have considerable phosphates 
in the urine, Has this anything to do 
with the calculi? ”’ 

REPLY. 

Stones vary in composition. The method 
of prevention depends upon the composition 
of the stones. If the stones which trouble 
you are composed of phospkates, your urine 
should be kept acid, not alkaline, A meat 
and bread diet is better for you than one 
composed of vegetables aud fruits. But even 
phosphate stones differ in composition. 

If a certain phosphate stone is - 
panied by ammoniaca! urine, the treatment 
would not be the same as in a case where 
the urine was not ammoniacal. 

All of which means that a man with stones 
should take on a pilot for his ship and 
should steer as his pilot says.

STAND QUT AT PENN 


BY HUGH FULLERTON. 

Philadelphia, Pa., April 30.—[Spe- 
cial.}--Is the supremacy of the. white 
American in athletics challenged by 
the colored man? | 

The question is raised by the fact 
that one-sixth of the athletes compet- 
ing in Penn’s great relay carnival, 
which closed in a cloudburst yester- 
day, were colored men, and the propor- 
tion of winners and leading runners 
Was greater than that. 

While it is impossible to secure exact 
figunes on the number’ of colored men 
competing, it is certain that, of the ap- 
proximately 2,200 athletes who took | 
part in the games, almost 400 were of | 
African descent, and in some of the re- | 
lays the track looked like a procession 
of Sam Langford’s grandchildren, or 
a cotton fleld day. 

Prominent in Events. 

The success of the,colored men, and 
their prominence in many of the 
events, attracted attention, especially 
in the Philadelphia and eastern high 
school and prep events, while in the 
grammar school events for schools in 
Philadelphia and suburbs, the number 
of colored entrants was remarkable. 

The victory of Charlie West, the 
magnificent athlete from Washington 
and Jefferson, in the Pentathlon, where 
he outranked all thirteen aspirants for 
that honor, and his impressive victory 
over Elkins, the Haskel) Indian, in the 
1,500 metres was the biggest triumph 
of the colored men, but their showing 
in the relay events was persistently 


In a half dozen of the relay events, 
entire teams of colored men competed 
for their schools. The tradition that 
the colored man will “ quit” in a pinch 
was disproved thoroughly. They ran 
gamely, came from behind, and hung, 
onto terrific paces without faltering. 

Webb ‘Gets Oration. | 

The biggest demonstration of the en- | 
tire two day carnival, excepting of | 
course the finish of the two mile relay 
‘in which Penn State overthrew British 
supremacy, came after the team of) 
Lincoly university, composed entirely | 
of Negro boys, won after a desperate | 
contest against, seven other colleges.

| “ Americans, especially young Amer-

, from danger but ability to meet it,”

the indifference of young people to re- 
ligion these days, and I expect that it 
is true, but I know that it is perfectly 
natural. 

“Religion has been made too soft 
nd childish to interest the active, 
edventure loving young American. 
They don’t like a religion of resigna- 
tion hedged about with negations; ther 
are more interested in the command- 
ments ‘thou shalt’ than ‘thou shalt 
nots’ and the latter are more com- 
monly heard in churches. Goodness to 
them is not keeping out of things, 
it’s getting into things and transform- 
ing them, and they can’t interest them- 
selves in a doctrine of submission, pas- 
sivity, and docility.”
